• Chicago leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two teams, 19-17-9 ... in all meet¬ 
ings including outside competitions, Chicago holds a 29-25-10 edge in the series 

• The Revs are 5-11-6 at Chicago, including a 2-6-2 record at Toyota Park since its opening in 
2006 

• The Revs have won the first two meetings between the clubs this season ... the club earned a 

1- 0 win at Toyota Park on March 9 and shut out the Fire again at Gillette Stadium on August 17 
with a 2-0 win 

• The Revs won the 2012 season series, 2-1-0 ... the Revs won both games at Gillette Stadium: 

2- 0 on June 2 and 1-0 on Oct. 20 ... the Revs’ 2-0 victory on June 2 snapped the team’s 10- 
game, regular-season winless streak (0-7-3) against Chicago that dated back to October 6,2007 

• The Revs are a combined 6-10-4 in all competitions against the Fire since the start of the 
2008 season ... that record includes 14 regular-season games, four playoff matches and two 
SuperLiga games 

• The Revs and Fire have met in seven postseasons (2002,2003, 2005,2006, 2007,2008, 2009) 
... in total, the teams have met in the playoffs in eight seasons, all since 2000 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Kelyn Rowe has recorded two goals and three assists against Chicago in five meetings 

• Andy Dorman has scored two goals and recorded two assists in 14 games against the Fire ... all 
of his points came in 2006 

• Ryan Guy has two goals in four appearances against the Fire ... Guy recorded two stoppage¬ 
time goals at Chicago on Sept. 25, 2011 

• Juan Agudelo has scored two goals and recorded one assist against the Fire ... Agudelo 
recorded a goal and an assist while a member of Chivas USA earlier this season and score the 
game-winning goal as a member of the Revs on August 17 ... all of his points against Chicago

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT CHICAGO FIRE 


TEAM NOTES 


PIVOTAL MATCH IN THE WINDY CITY 

The Revs travel to Chicago this week to take on the Fire in the third and final meeting between 
the two teams this season ... only one point separates the teams in the Eastern Conference 
standings ... the Revs have yet to concede a goal to Chicago in two wins this season ... the 
Revs earned a 1-0 win on March 9 at Toyota Park and a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium on August 
17. 

ROAD RECORD PUT TO THE TEST 

The Revs have been one of the league’s top road teams through Week 28 of the MLS season 
... the club currently holds the league's fourth-best road record (4-5-4, .462 winning percent¬ 
age) including a 4-3-1 mark against Eastern Conference opponents ... Saturday's match in 
Chicago is the Revs’ only road game in September... the team will be on the road for three of 
four games scheduled in October. 

PLAYOFF RACE REMAINS TIGHT 

Despite a tough 4-2 loss to Montreal on Sunday at Gillette Stadium, the Revs enter Week 29 
of the MLS season in the fifth and final playoff spot in the Eastern Conference ... both Houston 
(tied on points with the Revs with 37) and Chicago (one point behind both New England and 
Houston with 36) suffered losses last weekend ... the Revs are two points back of fourth place 
Philadelphia (39 points). 

SEPTEMBER MEANS HOME COOKING 

The Revolution has four games scheduled in September, three of which will be played at 
Gillette Stadium ... the schedule began Sunday against Montreal, and follows on Sept. 21 
against D.C. United and Sept. 28 against Houston Dynamo ... the team’s lone road game will 
come on Sept. 14 at Chicago ... this season, the Revs are 6-5-3 at home. 

WHAT LIES AHEAD 

Of the Revs' seven remaining regular-season games, two come against teams currently sitting 
in a playoff spot... the Revs have one game against Eastern Conference co-leader Montreal 
(13-7-6, 45 pts.) and one against co-leader New York Red Bulls (13-9-6,45 pts.)... the Revs 
also have one matchup left each against Houston, currently tied with the Revs on points for 
fifth, and Chicago (10-11-6, 36 pts.), which sits just one point out of the fifth spot ... the other 
three remaining games all come against team outside of the playoff picture with matches 
against Columbus (twice) and D.C. 

DEFENSE STILL RANKS HIGH 

Although the Revs surrendered four goals to Montreal on Sunday, the club still has one of the 
league’s top defenses as it has all season ... entering Week 29, the Revs are fourth in goals 
against average (1.07) and first in shutouts (12)... Sunday's loss also marked just the seventh 
time the Revs have allowed more than one goal in a game this season. 

REIS UNAVAILABLE SATURDAY 

Matt Reis - who was in goal for both wins against the Fire this year and who has held Chicago 
scoreless this year - will not be available for Saturday's match because of a red card he re¬ 
ceived against Montreal on Sunday ... Reis posted a 1-0 shutout in the Revs' season opener 
at Chicago on March 9, and then backed the defense to a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium on Aug. 
17... Sunday's red card was the third red card of Reis’ career and just the second coming in 
the run of play ... his last red card in game action came in 2005. 

ROWE STAYS HOT 

Kelyn Rowe extended his consecutive scoring streak despite his team’s 4-2 loss to Montreal 
on Sunday night... the midfielder scored his fourth goal in four games and has now recorded 
a goal or an assist in the team’s last four games ... Rowe’s four-game point streak is tied with 
Diego Fagundez for the Revs' longest individual streak this season ... Rowe now has six goals 
- tied for second on the team - and seven assists on the season. 

DOUBLE-DIGIT GOALS FOR FAGUNDEZ 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading 10th goal of the season against Montreal on Sunday 
... Sunday's game was the third straight game in which he scored a goal... in his last three 
games, the 18-year-old has scored three goals and added two assists ... Fagundez is one 
game shy of tying his four-game scoring streak earlier this season (May 11 to June 2). 

SHUTTLEWORTH BACK IN THE FOLD 

With Matt Reis' suspension coming this Saturday, Bobby Shuttleworth will most likely get the 
nod in goal at Chicago ... Shuttleworth replaced Reis in the seventh minute on Sunday and 
was forced to face a penalty kick immediately upon entering the game, as well as a second 
one later in the first half... Shuttleworth, who has made 21 starts this year, last started on 
Aug. 10 at Kansas City ... on the season, Shuttleworth is 7-10-5 with a 1.23 goals against 
average and nine shutouts. 


JAMAICAN DEFENDER WOODBINE ADDED ... 

The Revs signed Jamaican outside back O'Brian Woodbine on a free transfer on Aug. 29 ... a 
member of the Jamaica national team, Woodbine has been added to the team’s roster as an 
international player... Woodbine, 25, has played professionally in his native Jamaica, the U.S., 
and Finland. He began his career in 2005 with Reno of the Jamaica National Premier League, 
and while with Reno, he spent two seasons (2009, 2010) on loan to the Charleston Battery of 
the USL-2 ... in 2011, Woodbine signed with Vaasan Palloseura (VPS) of the Finnish Premier 
Division where he played for two seasons, including a brief three-month loan to perennial Finn¬ 
ish power, HJK Helsinki... Woodbine has recorded 14 caps with the Jamaica National Team. 

... AND HE’S CALLED UP TO JAMAICA 

Newly-signed defender O'Brian Woodbine was called up to represent Jamaica during the 
country's most recent FIFA World Cup Qualifiers against Panama (Sept. 6, Panama City) and 
Costa Rica (Sept. 10 in Kingston)... Woodbine, who signed with the Revs on Aug. 29, missed 
the team’s match against Montreal on Sept. 8, and re-joined the Revs at training on Thursday, 
Sept. 12 ... he has 15 appearances for Jamaica ... he has started at left back in each of 
Jamaica's last four FIFA World Cup Qualifiers, including his last appearance on Sept. 6 in a 0-0 
draw with Panama. 

ROWE RACKING UP THE POINTS 

Kelyn Rowe enters Saturday's game riding a four-game point-scoring streak... in the last four 
games, Rowe has scored four goals and added one assist as the team has gone 2-1-1 ... on 
Aug. 17, Rowe scored one goal in the 2-0 win over Chicago ... on Aug. 25, Rowe scored twice 
in the team’s 5-1 win over Philly, earning both MLS player of the week recognition and MLS 
goal of the week honors for his second goal with run-away voting ... On Aug. 30 in Toronto, he 
recorded the lone assist on Diego Fagundez’s goal... Rowe found the back of the net again 
against Montreal on Sunday in the team’s 4-2 loss ... on the season, Rowe has six goals and 
a team-high seven assists. 

ROWE’S IMPRESSIVE SOPHOMORE CAMPAIGN 

Kelyn Rowe scored a goal on Sunday against Montreal, pushing the second-year midfielder 
to six goals and seven assists in 25 appearances ... however, in all competitions - including 
three U.S. Open Cup games - Rowe has scored 10 goals and added eight assists ... as a 
rookie, Rowe recorded three goals and added five assists in 30 MLS appearances. 

FAGUNDEZ FIRING AWAY 

Diego Fagundez has also been a key spark in the team's last four-game stretch ... in the last 
three games, Fagundez has scored three goals and added two assists ... Fagundez, who 
leads the club with 10 goals this season, has also recorded six assists ... he is tied for fifth in 
MLS in goals scored, and ranked second in assists on the team. 

MLS INSIDER: THE GREATEST SAVE 

Goalkeeper Matt Reis makes saves for a living, but on April 15, he made the greatest save of 
his life ... standing at the finish line of the Boston Marathon with his son and family while wait¬ 
ing for his wife, Nicole, to cross, Reis' family was shocked by the bombings ... his father-in-law, 
John Odom, was critically injured, and Reis helped save his life ... check out the touching MLS 
Insider feature on the Reis/Odom story on revolutionsoccer.net or mlssoccer.com 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis’ current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 247 appearances, going 89-88-70 and earning 64 shutouts while posting a 
1.32 goals against average with the Revs. 

CALDWELL COMING THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell has quietly worked his way into the MLS rookie of the year debate with 
unheralded strong, consistent play throughout the season ... Caldwell proved it again against 
Philadelphia on August 25 recording his second assist of the season ... Caldwell, who primarily 
plays as a holding defensive midfielder, played a perfectly weighted through ball to Diego 
Fagundez who finished his eighth goal of the season ... often underrated, his teammates have 
made their case: @juanagudelo (July 17) - “Scott Caldwell is the most underrated midfielder 
in the league. #NERevs” and @2Fast2Farrell (Aug. 18) - “Watching replay of the game last 
night have to say my man @scaldwell15 balled out, doesn't get enough credit for his great 
play #balla”

YOUNG GUNS RUNNING THE SHOW 

Among the Revs’ usual starting players, a total of six players are 23 years old or younger: Di¬ 
ego Fagundez (18), Juan Agudelo (20), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), Scott Caldwell 
(22) and Dimitry Imbongo (23)... generally, the team's oldest player on the field is either 
goalkeeper Matt Reis (38), Chad Barrett (28), Juan Toja (28) or captain Jose Goncalves (27) 
depending on the exact lineup. 

FAGUNDEZ RANKS IN CASTROL INDEX TOP-10 

Diego Fagundez, currently ranked sixth in the Castrol Index, recorded his 10th goal against 
Montreal in Week 28 ... the 18-year-old now has 10 goals and six assists on the season ... the 
Castrol Index is the Official Performance Index of Major League Soccer and uses the latest 
technology to objectively analyze player performance to help you see soccer from a com¬ 
pletely different perspective ... The Castrol Index tracks every move on the field and assesses 
whether it has a positive or negative impact on a team’s ability to score or concede a goal... 
the Castrol Index is calculated on a per 90 minute score, measuring the quality of each player 
performance rather than the number of games played. 

BENGTSON MAKES AN IMPACT FOR HONDURAS 

Jerry Bengtson was called up to represent Honduras during the country's most recent FIFA 
World Cup Qualifiers against Mexico (Sept. 6 in Mexico City) and Panama (Sept. 10 in Tegu¬ 
cigalpa)... Bengtson departed the Revolution to join up with Honduras on Saturday, Aug. 31, 
following the Revs' match at Toronto and missed the team’s match against Montreal on Sept. 8 
... he rejoined the Revs at training on Thursday, Sept. 12 ... Bengtson has 38 appearances for 
Honduras and has scored 17 international goals ... Bengtson's last two appearances came on 
Sept. 6 against Mexico in which he scored a goal in a 2-1 win and on Sept. 10 against Panama 
in a 2-2 draw. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs' defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
top defense, and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... 
Goncalves has been the team’s vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping integrating 
nine different defenders into the Revs’ four-man lineup through 27 games. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 27 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just three 
outfield players who has played every minute for his team this year... Goncalves has played 
2,430 minutes in 27 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both 
played 2,430 minutes in 27 games apiece as well 

TWO WAY PLAYER 

Lee Nguyen is one of only two players in MLS to rank in the top 10 in both fouls suffered and 
fouls committed, joining LA’s Marcelo Sarvas ... Nguyen is 10th in fouls suffered (49), while 
ranking fifth in fouls committed (53)... Sarvas is MLS’ top fouler, committing a league-high 68, 
and is sixth in fouls suffered with 54. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team’s own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players in general have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the 
Revs’ products include Diego Fagundez, (24 games, 1807 minutes, team-leading 10 goals, six 
assists) and Scott Caldwell (22 games, 1669 minutes, two assists), who were signed from the 
Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a product of the 
New York Red Bull's Academy and has played 14 games overall (1,006 minutes) and scored 
eight goals and one assist this season ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo (20 years old) 
have combined to score 16 of the team's 37 goals this year, while Fagundez and Caldwell (22 
years old) have combined for eight of the team's 35 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs' own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... their 10 goals tops all homegrown players while the pair's combined total of 38 starts ranks 
third ... the combined 3,296 minutes played ranks second among all teams' Homegrowns
